HOMECOMING *32 

Homecoming is over for another school year and what we have left are memories and 
the money ! Under the careful supervision of Chairman Barbara Fridrich and Co-Chairman 
Bettye Westermann, the Spaghetti Supper and raffle ticket sales topped $25,000. As in 
past years, incentives were offered to students to encourage an early and a gradual ac¬ 
counting of ticket sales. Prizes were given weekly for three weeks prior to Homecoming 
for sales in the categories of'$65-$100; $10Q-$199; and $200 and over. Top individual 
winners for the ’’Big Money" when all the ticket sales were in were Bobby Crants with a 
total ticket sale of $370 and Chip Fridrich whose $550 in sales earned him the top money 











prize. In class competition, the seventh grade beat the eighth grade to win a special 
showing of Star Wars ; the freshmen triumphed over the sophomores to gain two free eighth 
periods; and the juniors trounced the seniors to receive the privilege of leaving school 
on two occasions at 2:30. 

The Ladies Auxiliary met just before Thanksgiving to decide how best to spend the 
monies earned. Following is a listing and description of some of the items which will 
receive sole or partial funding from the 25 big ones earned from this year’s Spaghetti 
Supper and Raffle. Two Apple II computers have been purchased. One will be used in the 
seventh grade math; the second unit increases to four the number of computers available 
to the high school computer classes. New mowing equipment will be bought for the lawn 
and landscaping improvement will be made around campus. Improvements will include plant¬ 
ing a hedge of arborvitae and glossy privet along the fence on Wilson Boulevard and 
Brighton Avenue. A new speaker system to be placed in Wallace Hall will eliminate the 
present problems of an undependable system. Additional items to receive money include 
lighting and a record player/casette player for the Art Room and large permanently- 
mounted wall maps for the language classes. 

As in past years, existing funds will be bolstered with money from Homecoming. The 
faculty enrichment fund will receive money again this year for faculty to use for gradu¬ 
ate studies or in-service instruction. School vans are purchased as needed with money 
set aside in a Van Depreciation Fund. Other programs benefiting financially from Home¬ 
coming are forensics, the literary magazine, the Fine Arts fund, the Junior School Activi¬ 
ties Fund, a Speaker's Fund, and the Headmaster's Discretionary Fund. This year, for the 
first time, the drama program will begin receiving money to help defray production costs 
for scripts, royalty payments, costumes, and set. 

Thank you to Mrs. Fridrich, Mrs. Westermann and all the other mothers and students 
who worked so diligently to make the 1982 Homecoming festivities such a success.

This fall the M.B.A. debate team has made some outstanding showings and has 
progressed to recognition as one of the nation’s finest programs. At the novice level, 
the four-man team of Robert Harris, Jeff Dale, Warren Sprouse, and Niku Wasudev captured 
the first place title at the St. Cecilia tournament, where Harris was named top speaker. 
Fine performances at the novice level have also been turned in by Paul Kahlon, Merritt

Walker, and Nick Anton. The junior varsity team of Doug Johnson and Tommy Outlaw has 
consistently reached elimination rounds, while Jonathan Springer and Kyle Hardin have 
also performed well. 

At the varsity level, M.B.A. has been outstanding. Tuning up for national compe¬ 
tition, M.B.A. has dominated in-state competition. Bryan Hassel and Sara Chang won the 
Harrison-Chilhowee tournament, where Chang was Fourth speaker and Hassell was First. 

At the Madison-Overton tournament, Chang and Madison Laird finished second, only one 
speaker point behind Lyn Robbins and Griffin Vincent, who won the event.

Vincent was sixth 
speaker at St. Mark’s and third at Ohio State. Robbins won top speaker honors at both 
events. 

Recently, the varsity teams traveled to the Northwestern University tournament 
attended by 175 teams from all across the nation. Chang and Laird finished ninth while 
Robbins and Vincent finished second, losing a 3-2 decision in the final round.

MAIS MEETS IN KNOXVILLE 

The Mid-South Association of Independent Schools (MAIS) held its annual conference 
October 11-13 at Knoxville’s Hilton Hotel and Holiday Inn World’s Fair. Section meetings 
for each of the disciplines were available as well as several general sessions. Dr.Harold 
Crowell and Mr. Michael Drake were both Section Chairman responsible for their group’s 
meeting. . Dr. Alvin Weinberg, Director of the Institute of Energy Analysis at Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory, spoke to Dr. Crowell’s high school science group about the future of 
nuclear power. The high school section of social studies, presided over by Mr. Drake, 
included talks by Dr. LeRoy Graf, Professor at the University of Tennessee and Leader of 
the Andrew Johnson Papers Project, and Mr. Paul Clements, Director of the Nashville Heri¬ 
tage Project. Dr. Graf spoke on the "Presidential Papers: A Resource For Teaching High 
School History." Mr. Clements* talk was entitled "Oral History: Past, Present, and 
Applications to Secondary Schools." 

Two general sessions speakers whose talks were popular with conference members were 
Dr. Eric Johnson and Dr. Anthony Gregorc. Dr. Johnson delivered the keynote address at 
a luncheon session. Drawing from his training and experience as an administrator, a 
classroom teacher of English, history, and sex education, an author, an educational con¬ 
sultant and an acute observer or schools, teachers and students. Dr. Johnson offered many 
valuable insights on the learning experience. Dr. Gregorc, an educational researcher, 
author, and consultant delivered a dynamic talk on students’ "learning styles" and 
teachers’ "teaching styles" and how the two do not always coincide to provide the most 
effective learning environment. 

M.B.A. faculty returned home fortified with new prospectives and ideas of how to 
make the learning experience more effective and enjoyable.
